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DETAILED ACTION 

The applicant has cancelled all previously pending claims in the amendment dated 
1 1/20/08 and added new claims 29-33. Pending claims 29-33 are examined below. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 29 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by U.S. Patent No. 4,329,827 to Thorn. 

Regarding claim 29 and 31 , Thorn discloses a panel with two flat outer sides, a 
plurality of partition walls (4) between the sides, the walls defining hollow volumes 
within, and at least one volume contains a solid rod (5), the panel inherently capable of 
making a non uniform frequency through the panel (see marked fig. below). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed 
or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the 
subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the subject 
matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made 
to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was 
made. 

Claims 30, 32 and 33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over U.S. Patent No. 4,329,827 to Thorn. 

Regarding claims 29 and 32, Thorn discloses a panel with two flat outer sides, a 
plurality of partition walls between the sides, the walls defining hollow volumes within, 
and at least one volume contains a rod, the panel inherently capable of making a non 
uniform frequency through the panel (see marked fig. 6). Also, Thorn discloses an 
embodiment of two panels connected to make one larger panel (marked figure below) 
which discloses at least two volumes adjacent with each other that both contain a solid 
(5) within. 
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It would be an obvious design choice to add a plurality of panels since they are 
shown in figure above and a mere duplication of working parts is common in the art. 

Regarding claim 33, Thorn discloses the rod like members (5) as traversing, in a 
sectional view as shown above, in a perpendicular manner (left to right or right to left) 
from the walls which bound them. 

Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/20/08 have been fully considered but they are moot 
under new grounds of rejections necessitated by the applicants amendment.
